When graduation day 1949 finally rolled around, these students found 
that all their dreams of college, a job, or marriage were looming brightly in the 
future. As the almighty seniors, now adults, stood on the threshhold of new and 
exciting experiences, the year 1946, when they were lowly freshmen, seemed 
dim and far away.

After selling the school pins to the students of the school, the juniors 
then gave their junior class play, “Lunatics at Large,’ a suspensive, yet 
humorous, mystery. 


To finish their many activities of the year, the class finally gave the 
Junior Prom on May 15, with Queen Pat Kent and King Chuck McWhorter 
presiding over the festivities, which included music by the Skyliners on the 
theme of ‘Midnight Masquerade.” 


This year, as seniors, at last, these students were absorbed mainly with 
putting the finishing touches on their high school education and preparing to 
meet the world, but they did find time to sell hot dogs, cokes, slices and candy 
bars at a few games, initiate the freshmen, give them two dances, one in Sep- 
temper and the other in January. 


The last hectic days of May kept these would-be graduates hopping 
from one activity to another. First, the class picnic on May 26 was held at 
Short Sands Beach. The next day was Class Day Exercises, highlighted by the 
speeches of the salutatorian Alma Sukanen and valedictorian Carol Smith and 
the presentation of awards. Next was the beautiful Baccalaureate Service on 
May 29. Finally, to culminate four wonderful years, the class attended en 
masse the Commencement Exercises on June 3 at the Central School.
